THE COAL TRADE,

The Leglsintive Commities of Inguiry—
—The English System of Arbitration—An
Important Offer to the Schuylkill Counnty
Mem by the Operators—The Complete

BTonnage for the Week, Ete.

The Legislative commitiee appointed for the
purpose of inquiring into the coal troubles has
concluded its researches durlng the present
week, and will ropors shortly. That the report,
however, after all the expensive proceedings of
the committee, will be of any practical use is
greatly doubted. They will probably recom-
mend arbitration as the method of settling the
troubles, they not having found that any of the
rallroad companies have violsted their charters;
but this recommendation will amount to nothing
unless the parties interested see (it to adopt it
By arbitration they probably mean the particular
method of proceeding in use in some of the
English mines, which bas there proved satisfac-
tory, and not the so-called arbitration between
the rival interests at present in nse in8chuylkill
county, which does no good whatever in over-
coming the difficulties. LUnder the present cir-
cumstances apy new plan which promises sune-
cess |8 now looked upon favorably. The miners
are set one way and are determined not to yleld
an inch; the operators and railrond mon are ns
firmly set in an opposite direction. Both are
about equally strong, and the consequence is a
dead lock. With this state of affairs, the present
is perhuYn the easiest time to introduce a new
gystem, but the trouble {8 how to introduce il,
How ehall the different interests be brought to
agree to any terms satisfactory to each?

The Nottingham plan of arbiration, we believe
it i called, is the one to which all parties now
lean favorably. But one difficulty is how to
run it in connection with the W. B. A., which
the miners will not give up. If the miners insist
upon retaining their organization entire, and
under their old leaders, with the same power
gtill in their hands, the new plan cannot be in-
troduced. It s, however, possible to bring it to
pase in connection with the Union alone: but
the leaders, by the very system of arbitration,
will have to be deprived of the despoile powers
they now possess. And If the miners do agree
to this, which it is very probable they will, con-
gidering that they are mostly tired of the goy-
ernment under which they have been working
for so long, the other side must also concede
gomething, and there are many things that they
could concede if they felt so inelined, which
would go far to produce a better feeling all
around. One LhinF especially will have to be
done away with before there 18 any true arbitra-
tion, or before the new system can bs of any
value, and that is that the operators forever
cease making private arrangements with the
miners to strike for the operators’ benefit, when

rices are low and the supply of coals plenti-
ull. The operators will have to arbitrate
mutually  with the miners for a
better  condition of the market, or
take the chances of what will happen aecording
to the legitimate laws of trade. Arbitration,
however, 18 as necessary between the carrying
companies and the oporators of our regions as
between either the companies and the miners,
or the operators and miners. If the plaa pro
posed could be extended to include this also
and be of nctual service, its usefulness would
be incalculably greater.

Since the judiclal investigation has been
closed, the operators of the Bchuylkill region
bave made a speclal and important offer to
their men. The proposition looks towards a
speedy resuption of work. It was agreed upon
by the operators on Wednesday, although it
was not then made publie. The following s
the substance of iti—

1. The W, B, A, to abandon all future attempts to
control collieries in any manner, or to jnterfere di-
rectly or indirectly in the matter of employment or
discharge of any one, 80 taat the operator shall
have the exclusive ¢ontrol and management of his
worke, *

1I. The operators to agree that no one s to be
discharged simply on aceount of his belonging to the
W. B. A., or on account of any part heretofore taken
in behall of the W, B. A,, but that alli men are
to be left free to join the W, B. A. or not, as they
think proper,

The above two clanges are to be imperative and
binding, and are not 10 be changed or varled by any
reference or arbitration whatever.
=1)i. Work to be resumed as 500n as practicable,
and the rate of wages for the year 1871 to be ad-
justed as follows:—A Board of Arbitration and Con-
cilation consisting of six members of the W, B.A,
and gix operators, chosen by Lhelr respective orga-
nizations, s to meet at Pottsville on or before the
g0th of of Aprll, to whom @ghall be submitted the re.
spective offers of each party,

I] The Board of Arbitration and Conoclllation Is to

ave the power of dociding between the offers sab-
mitted, or rejecting cither and adopting a third, or
if they are unable to agree, they ere to call in the
umpire (who shall be sclected and agreed upon be-
fore any discussion of the propositions) whose decl-
sion upon the rate of wages for the year 187l s w0
be flaal and binding upon both parties.

IV. Such Board of Arbitration and Conciliation
with an umpire, whose decision 18 to be Onal, 18 Lo
be maintaiped for the fature settiement and adjast-
ment of al: différences between the parties, except
that the two frst articles of this memorandam are
cardinal ones, which are not to be varied or changed
by any reference or arbitration whatever,

It remains to be eecn what action this propo-
gition will bring forth. Poor Schuylkill has to
bear the brunt of the trouble, and some epeclal
arrapgement will bave lo be agreed upon for its
benefit. It i the most lawless of all the coal
regions, and consequently the operators there
worst time. It also has not the ad-
vanlage of ha\'lnrz its coal mines and its trans-
portation facilities managed by one and the
same jnterest. Its miners are more ignorant
than those of other reglons, being mostly
Irish, and consequently are harder to
get along  with, The majority of de-
cent mipers, the English, German, and
Waelsh, have long since emigrated toother parts.
The other reglong have no idea of the peculiar
troubles of the Behuylkill reglon, which aceord-
ing to all accounts are increasing continually.
The suggestion of the Miners' Jowrnal made
lately that the region be declared In a state of
disorder and organization (which indeed it 1s),
and that, as a final remedy, it be declared nnder
martial law and the military invoked for Its
relief, is decidedly a good one; and if something
is not speedlly done, just that thing will come
to pass, and nothing else,

'Flm iollowing‘ is the complete summary of the

INDUSTRIOUS VILLAINS,

A Dozen Robberles In Two Woeeks ~Hnv-
ing Ransacked Dwellings, They Attompt
to Burn Them Down,

About t#o weeks ago, & dusky criminal named
Charles 8t. Clair was discharged from prison,
having served oul his term for robbery. Bul he
could not restraln his propanall.{ for plifering
and immediately commenced with a pal named
Thomus Brown, alike in color and fellow feeling,
in Lthe commission of more heinous offenses than
bad been hitherto attempted. They robbed_ the
resldence of Mr. Webb, No. 510 8. Eighth sireat,
the residence of Mr. Server. No. 513 8, Eighth
street, and that of Mr. Asch, No. 417 Bpruce
gtreet, and In each case endeavored to conceal
their theft by arson, which, however, falled
them. A couple of davs sloce, Officer J.Carrigan,
of the Fifth dietrict police, arrested them for
their depredations In Mr. Webb's house, and
they were lodged in prison to await a farther
hearing on Monday next. Upon their arrest
Detectives Gordon and Haggerty, together with
the officer named, commenced to ‘‘work up the
caee,”’ and ditcovered that they had stolen from
Mr. Webb's residence a very valuable lot of
silverware and clothing. They entered Mr.
Server's house, carried off a large amount of
clothing, and dellberately removed a heavy car-
pet from one of the floors while the family were
aeleep. To conceal thelr theft they started a
fire under the stairway, and then made their
escape. Mrs. Server awoke in time to save the
premises from destruction. They burst open
the doors of Mr. Asch’s residence,
on Spruce street, carried off mnearly
all the sllverware and a large quantity of
clothing, and built a fire under the stalrway
Before it was extinguished a large portion of
the household furniture had been destroyed.
The detectives, after an Induostrious search.
found a portion of the stolen ({!mpeﬂ v in Bouth
Camden, where Brown had disposed of it. In
addition, they have brought to light six other
cased of burglary In which the culprits were
concerned, and in each the villains attempted to
cover up their depredations by burning down
the dwellings, Credit Is due to the officers
named for their zeal in arraigning two despe-
rate fellows before the bar of justice.
